The Government and. Ireland. 


The House of Commons has. risen for 
two months, leaving the larger part of His 
Majesty’s kingdom of Ireland in a condi- 
tion of open revolution. Assuming that 
Ministers could not contemplate holiday- 
making in such circumstances, Irishmen of 
all parties expected from the Government 
yesterday an important statement of Irish 
policy. There are only two possible 
policies if this country is to be saved from 
anarchy. ‘One is reconquest, and the other 
conciliation, and two months hence beth 
attempts must be more difficult and costly 
than they would be to-day. Which course 
had the Government decided to choose? The 
answer—if the Prime Minister's brief state- 
ment yesterday is to be the only answer— 
is, “ Neither.” The Government still re- 
fuses, or is unable, to reconquer, and it 
still refuses, though even now it might be 
able, to try the policy of conciliation. It 
still pins its faith to measures of coercion 
which, in the belief of all ‘well-informed 
Irishmen, must make matters worse Father 
than better. It still clings to its Partition 
Bill, which, as the leaders of Southern

tremists into a frenzy of hatred in which 
clear thinking has become impossible. 
These officials—men appointed on account 
of their special gifts of observation and. 
analysis—have conveyed to the Govern- 
ment their deliberate view that order can- 
not be restored apart from some broad 
scheme of political conciliation. They 
watch with increasing alarm and helpless- 
ness their country’s swift decline to the 
very brink of disaster. The clash of rival 
jurisdictions threategs us more closely 
every day with administrative and 
economic bankruptcy. Murder and out- 
rage will flourish so long as both recon- 
quest and conciliation are deferred. The 
guerrilla fighting which now involves 
three-fourths of Ireland may develop at 
any moment into the full horrors of civil 
war. As the Southern Unionists insist, 
every month—we would say, every week— 
of délay “renders the situation more 
dangerous and the chance of agreement 
more remote.” 

The Government's duty is perfectly 
clear. If it proposes to keep Ireland by 
conciliation, it ought to define its policy 
of conciliation without further delay. It 
must drop the present Home Rule Bill 
altogether. The radical vice of that 
measure is the scheme of permanent parti- 
tion, for which no tinkering with details 
and no generous treatment in the matter 
of taxes will furnish any compensation. 
Having thus cleared the ground and given 
proof of its sincerity, it must publish, in 
substantial outline, its positive plan. 
There is not the slightest use in waiting 
until Irish moderates and Trish extremists 
arrive at a basis of compromise. Such a 
consummation is impossible in the present 
temper of the counhtry—a temper which 
every fresh day's delay seems to exas- 
perate. The plan must embody all the 
Imperial safeguards which the Prime 
Minister mentioned yesterday, and its 
arrangements for North-East Ulster must 
contain guarantees for the ultimate unity 
of Ireland. In all other respects it must 
be as wide and generous as Great Britain's 
financial and other interests will allow. 
If the Republicans reject. it, England will 
have spoken her last word, and we shall 
be in no worse state than that which 
afflicts us now. Qn the other side is the 
prospect that a really firm and liberal 
offer may bring all the sane and states- 
manlike elements in Irish life to the fore- 
front, and that their influence may secure 
a genuine and lasting settlement. The 
Government, in hesitating to make such an 
offer at this most perilous hour, is in- 
curring a terribly grave responsibility. 
Indeed, the. responsibility is so grave, 
and there is so little excuse for ignorance, 
that we must still refuse to believe that 
the Cabinet has made its final answer to 
the Southern Unionist appeal. 


A Strange Omission. | 
The Prime Minister's statement on the 
Russian situation yesterday was very dis- 
appointing. Qn last Thursday the news of 
France's recognition of General Wrangel’s 
South Russian Government reached Great 
Britain, and was received by Mr. Lloyd 
George as the House was about to adjourn 
for the autumn recess. -He declared that 
he knew nothing about the action of 
France, and, in view of its surprising 
nature, the Cabinet decided to postpone 
the adjournment of the House until yes- 
terday. Mr. Bonar Law stated that he 
hoped that the situation might be clearer 
by then, and that the Government might 
be in a position to enlighten Parliament 
about the remarkable action of France. 
It was generally expected, therefore, that 
Mr. Lloyd George would make the Wrangel 
affair the basis of his statement yesterday, 
but he did nothing of the kind. On the 
contrary, he referred to General Wrangel 
only once, in answer to a question, when 
he affirmed that the policy of the British 
Government towards that enterprising 
leader had never changed, and was not 
likely to change. So far as it goes this 
assurance is comforting, but what about 
France? M. Millerand has recognised 
Genetal Wrangel formally. Will France 
help him in his campaign against the Bol- 
sheviks? Will the fact that her policy 
runs counter to that of Great Britain affect 
the Anglo-French alliance in any way! 
These are questions to which most people 
sd that Mr. Lloyd George would give 

an answer; but he did not even mention 
the subject. His speech resolved itself 
into a spirited defence of the Supreme

It will 
be á grim struggle between’ two splendidly 
equipped forces.’ The prohibitionists have 
been united to form one huge organisa- 
tion which can draw bónais and money 
from every part of the world. The “ trade ' 
will rely upon its own resources, and it is 
determined to fight to the last. 


The Left-Hand Drive. 


During the last few months considerable 
discussion has been caused by the “ left- 
hand drive.” By one party, it is con- 
tended that the motor driver, who must 
sit at the left-hand side of his machine, 
cannot exercise proper control over it in 
théroughfares where the traffic is con- 
gested, and that this disability tends to 
make accidents more frequent. By the 
other party, it is argued that steering from 
the left is a positive advantage, as it 
enables the driver to get a better vieW of 
careless persons who step suddenly off a 
footpath to cross the street. Recently 
the Minister of Transport asked the De- 
partmental Committee on the Regulation 
of Road Vehicles for its views on the 
question. The Committee has informed 
him that there is “no available evidence '' 
which would justify an Order prohibiting 
the use of the left-hand drive on the 
ground of public safety. It thinks, how- 
ever, that uniformity in the design of 
motor cars, so far as the steering gear is 
concerned, is desirable, and that a simple 
code of signals, which all users of the 
roads can understand, should be intro- 
duced at once. The Committee’s recom- 
mendations are reasonable. The number of 
left-hand drive cars in the country now is 
so great that their use can hardly be pro- 
hibited or restricted. Any order to that 
effect would cause loss and hardship to a 
large section of the community. At the 
same time it is obvious that some plain 
metlod of signalling has become necessary 
for all vehicles now that road traffic is 
developing so rapidly.

BELFAST SHIPYARDS. 


LORD PIRRIE AND THE WORKERS 


Lord Pirrie was interviewed vesterda) 
Glasgow by a deputation of the Scottish Trad-s 
inion Congress with reference to the unemplo 
ment of 5,000 workers at Harland and Wolf's 
and other Belfast shipyards. 

Lord Pirrie stated that a difficuliy was caused 
by the Protestant majority insisting that ail 
sections of workers should sign the Ulster de- 
claration, and that Catholics refused to do so 

e gave the opinion that the Ulster tempera- 
ment was always somewhat uncertain at this 
time of the year, but asserted the belief thar 
one person’s religious or political opinions 
should not be allowed to interfere with another 
man’s right to work. He expressed himse!l‘ 
hopeful of an early improvement in the situa- 
tion, and stated that if the outiook did not 
become more hopeful he would be prepared to 
review the situation again at the end of the 
current month.

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DR. McCLEAN BRADSHAW. 

The death, at the comparatively early age of 
nine-and-forty, of Dr. Samuel John Mc lean 
Bradshaw, the well-known physician, has caused 
very deep sorrow in many circles: Dr. ‘Brad- 
shaw was the youngest son of the late Rev. 
MacNeyin Bradshaw, for many years rector of 
Ciontarf, whose piety, munificence, learning, and 
great intellectual abilities reflected lustre on the 
Irish Church, of which he was a distinguished 
ornament. Dr. Bradshaw was educated at 
Blundell's School, Tiverton. He subse- 
quently entered Trinity College, Dublin, where 
e graduated as Master in Medicine, and 
obtamed fame im the football field, being one of 
the first fifteen of the Wanderers who secured 
in hig time many notable triumphs. Dr. Brad- 
shaw, on leaving Trinity College, was house 
surgeon in the London Hospital under Sir 
Frederick Treves, and subsequently in tho 
Brompton Hospital for consumptives, and in 
both these great institutions won the confidence 
and esteem of the authorities and the patients, 
and displayed great professional skill. He 
settled down at Dalkey, where he lived for 
fifteen years, and secured a large and Jucrative 
practice. At the outbreak of the war Dr. 
Bradshaw, without one moment's hesitation, at 
a time of life and in a state of health which 
precluded any demand on a man of the most 
scrupulous honour, left his home, abandoned his 
profession at the call of King and country, and 
immediately offered his services in any capacity. 
Whe, owing. to short sight; he was not re- 
ceivéd into the R.A.MS., he actually sought 
enlistment as a private soldier. Here, too, 
his short sight stood in his way. At length he 


.was placed in the Colonial Medical Service. to 


act with the Colonial troops in the Cameroons. 
West Afmea. He worked strennously and 
devotedly in this service till his health | broke 
down. —— to say, he arrived in Dublin on 
the day of the beginning of the Sinn Fein 
insurrection—Easter Monday, 1916. His ser- 
vices were so much appreciated that, at length. 
despite physical infirmities, he was admitted 
into the K.A.M.S., afd served for more than a 
year as surgeon im an hospital ship in the 
perilous voyage from France to England in the 
conveyance ot the sick and wounded. He then 
went as surgeon in an hospital ship running be- 
tween Egypt and East Africa, and ai length 
became one of the surgeons in Ne. 4 General 
Hospital in France, where he obtained a great 
reputation for skill as an’ operator. He re- 
turned home, invalided, two months before tho 
Armistice, and was at the time of the Armistice 
convalescent, and ardently seeking a fresh field 
for the unselfish and petrictic offering of fu 
talents and surgical and medical experience 
He, for the last year, had lived at Monkstown 
with a sister, to whom he was devoted. 


SIR NORMAN LOCKYER, K.C.B. 

The death occurred yesterday afternoon at 
Sidmouth of Sir Joseph Norman Lockyer, 
K.C.B., of 16 Penywern road, London, S.W., 
and Sidmouth, director of Hill Observatory, 
Salcombe Regis, Dovonshire. Sir Norman 
Lockyer was born in May, 1836, at Rugby, and 
was educated privately on the Continent, where 
he carly took up the study of science and 
astronomy. He was made a honorary LL.B 
of Glasgow, Aberdeen, and Edinburgh, and 
received the honorary science degrees of Oxford, 
Cambridge, and Sheffield. In 1858 he married 
Winifred, daughter of William James, of 
Trebinshon, near Abergavenny, who died in 
1879, and in 1903 he married Thomaszine Marv, 
dauchtec of Samuel W. Browne, of Bridg- 
watcr, Somerseishire, and widow of Bernard 
FE. Brodhurst, F.R.C.S., and leaves four sons 
and two daughters. He was appointed to the 
War Office in 1857, and edried the Army Rezus 
lations of 1865. In 1870 he became Secretary 
to the Duke of Devornshire’s Royal Commission 
on Science. being transferred to the Serence 
and Art Department in 1875. Sir Norman waa 
elected a Fellow of the Royal Society in 1869, 
and from 1885 till 1913 was director « the 
Solar Physics Observatory. South Kensington, 
when he became director of the Hill Observa- 
tory, Salcombe Regis, which position he 
occupied at the time of his death. He was 
Rede Lecturer at Cambridge in 1871, and Pre:'- 
dent of the British Association for the Ad\anuc> 
ment of Science in 1905-4.

If the 
Government refused to take that pacific action 
he declared that the workmen of this country 
must not forfeit their right to strike if, in the 
legat exercise of that right, war conid be pre- 
vented. He called upon the Prime Minister to 
take steps to a united Cabinet, and not to 
have a Secretary of State for War whose every 
pronouncement in the papers was a provocation 
week by week, making for disturbance of the 
peace of the world. If Mr. War Secretary 
could not accept the peace policy as announced 
by the Prime Minister, he failed to see how 
Mr. Secretary for War sould continue to hold 
office in a Cabinet whose policy he constantly 
contradicted. If the Prime Minister repeated 
the assurances which had been given that 
afternoon he could depend upon it that he 
would continue to receive from Labour not a 
threat of a strike—— 

An Hon. Member—But direct action. 

Mr. Clynes said it might be necessary at 
times to take direct action.

LORD ROBERT CECIL. 


Lord Robert Cecil said that as far 
as the information that they had been 
allowed to see enabled them to judge, 
the conduct ot the ‘negotiations as to 
Poland had not been successful, and did 
not deserve success. wes much in what 
the Goyernment had said and done during the 
last few months to breed doubt as to their real 
intentions. He agreed as to the immense de- 
sirability of utilising the machinery of the 
League of Nations, and 1 ‘tted that thet ma- 
chinery had’ not been utilised much earlier in 
“ the year; but it was one thing to disapprove 
and even distrust the Government, and it was 
another thing to suggest what wes really a form 
of insurrection. He reiterated that the threat 
of direct action was comparable to a threat of 
insurrection. There was not the slightest justi- 
fication for the action of the Lebour Party. He 
warned the Labour Party that they were sget- 
ting a precedent which might have terrible con- 
sequences for the country. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE. 


Mr. Lloyd George—There is so much in the 
speech of my noble friend with which I agree 
that I can hardly find it in my heart to say 
much about the part with which I disagree. 
especially as I have’ disagreed with the part 
of which I disapprove so often that it has be- 
come like a custom. He made a statement for 
the twentieth time, that since he left the 
Ministry it has gone down, and neither at home 
nor. abroad do we command that confidence 
which we did in those days. (Laughter.) Then 
there is the usual paragraph about the League 
of Nations. I do not think it helps the League 
of Nations to use it as a weapon to attack the 
Government. There is too much of that, not 
merely in this House, but in the meetings in 
the country. It is undesirable. After all, the 
League of Nations was promoted in a very large 
measure through the action of the present Go- 
vernment.

can do any business is by one or two leading 
men of the various countries to come together 
whenever there is a crisis in European affairs 
and diseuss it frankly, not discuss it by 
hurling speeches at each other for a new kind 
of weekly Haveard, but an interchange of 
views, with the object of coming to conclysions. 
Naturatly, when we meet we each have our 
different points of view, instructed by different 
public opinion, reotéd in different ideas, arid it 
is vital, if we are to agree, that there should 
be a v@y free interchange of views, which may 
end in a modification of the views which are 
adopted by each at ihe commencement. . You 
do not get that by a sort of oratorical per- 
formance. 

A CHALLENGE TO DEMOCRACY. 
But that was not the dangerous part of. the 
right hon. gentleman's speech. The dangerons 
part of his speech was that in which, to my 
intense amazement, he defended the language 
and the decision taken. on Friday last. 
(Cheers.) He is the last’ man in this Hose 
that I should have expected to hear that 
from. (Cheers.) I thought that he was a 
democrat and a constitutionalist. Well, he is 
not. (Cheers.) 1 wish to speak in all sérious- 
néss of this. What does my right hon. friend 
say? The Constitution is as written. There 
Js no volume that you can take down from 
your library in which you can give an account 
of your Constitution—that is not correct, to 
begin with—and that, therefore, it being a 
sort of amorphous thing, you can engfaft upon 
it, without im the least interfering with its 
action, a Soviet, and substitute that for. Parlia- 
ment. But what a dangerous doctrine that is! 
Porely because it is an unwritten Constitution 
that a body of men can suddenly say, * We 
are going to meet in the Central Hall, and we) 
will formulate a part of, the Constitution for 
ourselves. Don’t submit it to Parliament, The 
elected representatives of the mation do not 
count. Therefore, we are going to declare by 
resolution, earried after two or thee hours’ 
discussion, that henceforth the Constitution 
shali include a Committees, of Action which 
will represent one 6ection of the country.” 
(Cheers.) That is one of the most formidable 
chalienges ever given to democracy—(cheers)-- 
am] without hesitation every Government muet 
accept that challenge. ‘An hon. member—I 
hope they will.) Certainly they will. As my 
noble friend has already pointed out, there 
never was less justification for extra-Constitu- 
tional means. The Labour Party kuew per- 
fectly well what the policy of the Government 
was. 1 explained it quiie clearly to this House. 
Mad there been any doubi of it, questions 
could have been put, and I .could have 
answered them. I never heard anyone sug- 
gest after Tuesday's debate that there was the 
slightest doubt as to the policy of the Govern- 
ment, and to declare extra-Constitutional action 
--wrong and dangerous under any conditions— 
when there was no issue which imvolved any 
peril to the community, where the Government 
was taking upon itself responsibility in the 
teeth of public opinion, was one of the most 
unjustifiable actions ever undertaken by ‘any 
responsible body in this country. (Cheers.) 

TO IMPRESS THE PUBLIC. 

Of course, I know why it was done. It was 
done tg impregs the public with the idea that 
they did it. (Laughter.) Had it not been for 
this dire threat this country would have been 
plunged into war. (Laughter.) There is not 
one hon. member who does not know that my 
colleagues and 1 have been fighting strenuously 
for peace during all these weeks. Our policy 
has bepn perfectly consistent from the very 
start, and Í hope soon to be able to lay on the 
table of the House the despatches. I doubt 
whether we could do it now; it would be un- 
desirabic. 1 do not want it to be said that we pub- 
lished the despatches with a view to weakening 
the hands of any party to this controversy at 
this particular moment. We did not pubpeh 
the despatch. We gave it as our confidential 
opinion to the Polish Government, because we 
knew that they were leaving for Minsk, and 
we thought it right to let them know before 
they went there what we thought were the 
limits within which. it was possible for us to 
give them support. Otherwise they might have 
complained, and have said, “ Why did you not 
tell us that before?” Therefore, there was no 
time to lose in accepting the responsibility, and 
we do not in the slightest degree recede frum 
it. I thmk-that the country end the House 
will believe, when the despatches are ub 
lished, that our course of action in regard to 
Poland has been a perfectly consistent one. 
(Hear, hear.) We have not deviated a hair's 
breedth from the policy which has been ad- 
opted throughout on this subject, and our ex- 
preesed opinions,’ had they been deferred to, 
would have averted the great disaster to that 
country.

Beamish, the organisers of the meeting will see 
the desirability of publishing beforehand, and in 
clear language, any suggestions which, so far as 
they know, are likely to receive much support 
at the meeting, so that those attending may 
have time to consider and discuss them before- 
hand. Is there any sufficient reason why this 
should not be done? For matters are not clear 
now. After reading Mr. Harrison’s letter very 
carefully one is left in the dark as to what it 
is that the largest and best-organised group, the 
Irish Dominion League, now believes to be the 
preferable course.

Under the provisions of the 
Transport Act of last year, and those of the

Alderman Charles Bradley said that the city 
was deluged with military, and they still had 
the police; and yet this hooliganism continued 
in the city. His recommendation to the Cor- 
poration was that thev should strike a rate to 
finance thé Volunteers, who would preserve the 
peace better than any military or police in the 
city. 


THE HOLDING OF PROCESSIONS. 

Councillor Mrs. Morris said that the root 
cause of the trouble dated back to August last 
year, when Orangemen were permitted to hold 
their procession without interference, while 
on the 15th the military occupied the walls, and 
| a Roman Catholic would not be allowed to go 
ion them even on business without a permit 
| from the police. Another contributory cause 
i was the defiance of the British Government and
